The local reminiscences of the Bev. 
Mr. Burroughs,\whose death is noted 
elsewhere, are many and varied enou^ 
for his stormy life. 
When first in Fort 
Wayne he opened a modest little book 
store. 


This gave him wide acquaintance 
with the publio-men of this region aad 
early in 1854 he purchased the Laurd 
Wreath, a literary pap«, from Thomas 
Cook. 
Mr. Borroughs dumged 'ttie 
name of the paper to the Standard and 
advocated the abolition of slavery with 
all the ardor of his nature, supporting 
his editorial views in his ¡qpeedieS 
throughout flw stato. 


Times were stormy ihen but Mr. Bur- 
roug^ was brave as a soldier and the 
"egging" of his newspaper olBce and 
murmurs of the crowd had no torrors 
for him. 


In November, 1854, &e established a 
daity edition of the Standard, the first 
daily newspaper ever issued in. Fort 
Wayne. 


l%e late Mr. John Hough, and Mr. 
Charles Case were assodate editors with 
him and they continued the publication 
in advocacy of anti-slavery, free schools 
and prohibition, then new and grave 
public quei^ons. 


The paper lasted until March, 1866, 
when it was sold to B. D. Turner, who 
changed it to the J^ertonian and thus 
closed the newspaper career of the Bev. 
Mr. Burroughs and his co-workers in 
the field of pioneer journalism here.

VreotA, a literary paper, from Thomas 
Cook. 
Mr. Borroughs changed th* 


name of the paper to the Standard and 
advocated the abolition of slavery with 


1 the ardor of hi* nature, supporting 


his editorial views in his speech* 
throughout the stale.

TOttfbs was brave fts a soldier and the 
•egging" of his newspaper office and 
minors of the crowd bad no terrors 
orhUB. 


In November, 1854, ne estabUsned a 
airy edition of the Standard, the first 
lily newspaper ever issued in For! 
fayne. 
The late Mr. John Hough and Mr. 
nwles Case wen associate editors with 
iim and they continued the publication 
D advocacy of anti*slavery, free school* 
nd prohibition, then new and grave 
mbllc questions. 
The paper luted until March. 1866, 
hen it was sold to R, D. Turner, wlio 
langotl it to' the Jsffer*miutt and thus 
owed the newspaper career of the Bev. 
[r. Borronghft and his co-worker* in 


the field of pioneer journalism hero.
